Suggests Task 
Force for 
Education 


By JOHN R. STARR 


LITTLE ROCK (API-Education 
Commissioner Arch Ford proposed 
creation today of a special "task 
force" within the Education De- 
partment to study and recommend 
solutions for school problems. 


The principal function of the 


study agency would be informing 
the general public on shortcom- 
ings in the various school districts. 


The task force would look into 


the need for school consolidation, 
Ford said, but consolidation is not 
the major problem facing Arkan- 
sas education. 


Ford said the idea of the task 


force is still in the talking stage in 
the Education Department, but he 
had all of his major department 
heads on hand when he announced 
liis proposal at a news confer- 
ence and all appeared in agree* 
mcnt with him. 


J. H. Wasson, director of super 


vision, said there was a crying 
need for improvement of the over 
all quality of education and a de 
mand for educational leadership 
as opposed to financial and ad 
ministrative leadership among top 
school officials. 


Ford said the Education Depart- 


ment was not overly concerned 
about eliminating small districts 
by consolidation because only six 


percent of Arkansas students are 
h the 125 districts which now have 
ess than 350 pupils each. 


He used the figure 350 because 
his was the cutoff in a 1948 ini- 
.iated consolidation act which re- 
duced the number of districts from 
more than 2,000 to about 450. 


Ford also said that the state 


aid formula which gives small 
school districts additional money 
was only costing the state $879,- 
000 a year for the extremely small 
districts. 


"This does not mean mat we ilo 


not feel that some consolidation 
is necessary," Ford said. "But 
consolidation and elimination of 
the weighting factor in state aid 
is not a panacea." 


All school 
districts, including 


the largest, have educational prob 
lems, Ford said, and all could use 
a thorough analysis to advantage. 


Ford said he felt the Education 


Department could handle creation 
of the task force with its present 
personnel, but that he would not 
hesitate to ask for some financ 
ing for it if there was a special 
session of the legislature. 


"But we don't think we should 


wait two years until the legislature 
gets another chance to handle 
these problems" he said. 


The 1961! legislature took a look 


at, but failed to pass, a schoo 
consolidation study bill. 


Ford said that if the staff ap 


proves his task force idea, he 
should have it ready to submit to 
the state Board of Education a 
its June meeting.

Surge for 
Goldwater 
h Building

PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP)-A surge] 
for Sen. Barry Goldwater of Ari- 
zona for the 1964 Republican presi- 
dential nomination appears to be 
building in the Far West. 


Western governors here for their 


annual conference are divided on 
his chances of capturing their bloc 
of convention votes. But Goldwat- 
ler sentiment is far more pro- 
nounced than declared support for 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller of 
New York. 


Goldwater. who has announced 


for re-election next year, has said 
lie isn't seeking the presidential 
nomination. Rockefeller hasn't an- 
nounced for it. Both, however, are 
regarded as the leading potential 
contenders. 


One evident reason for Gold- 


water's strength in the West is 
that he has been getting around 
the area on speaking engage- 
ments. Few Western voters have 
had a chance to get a look at 
Rockefeller; He also has discour- 


aged open actfvity in his behalf in 


California. 


Republican Gw. John A. Love of 


Colorado raised another point at a 
news conference Monday. 


In answer to questions, Love 


said "recent occurrences" have 
made Rockefeller less acceptable 
as a nominee. He said the New 
York liciuor license investigation 
has hurt Rockefeller to some ex- 
tent He declined direct comment 
on public reaction to Rockefeller's [ 
possible remarriage. 


Love said Colorado, which he 


described as conservative, leans 
toward Goldwater but that either 
man could carry the state. He al- 
so said Rockefeller is acceptable 
to him personally. 


A Goldwater partisan, Gov. Paul 


Fannin of Arizona, said the sena- 
tor could carry the South and 
most Western states, including 
California. 


Democratic 
Govs. Albert 
D. 


Rosellini of Washington and Wil- 
liam A. Egan of Alaska said Rock- 
efeller was the Republican favor- 
ite in their states. Along with 
Democrat Gov.
